I., Judge of the Small Cause Court, Benares, who has 
been deputed to Gorakhpur and Basti on special duty in 
connection with the relief operations, instead of distingnishing 
himself by any good services, has devoted his whole attention 
to raising subscriptions in aid of his favourite University, 
and has succeeded in collecting: about Rs: 4,000 from both 
districts. The editor severely censures the Saiyad’s conduct. 
In a critical time of disttess, when Government is spending 
a large sum of money for the support of the famishing inhabi- 
tants, the Saiyad is adding to their burdens. The people know 
that Sir John Strachey is very kind to the Saiyad, and there- 
fore think it their best policy to comply with his: demands; they 
fear lest by adopting the opposite coursé they may incur 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s displéasure. 


Other native papers make the same complaint, and criti- 
cise the Saiyad’s conduct in very severe terms. 


An Agra correspondent of the Benares Akhbdr of the 
80th July regrets to find that, while the Municipalities of 
. H&tras, Muttra, and Agra have made themselves conspi- 
-cuous for their good management, the Municipal Committee 
of Allahabad, which is the seat of Government, North-West- 
ern Provinces, should be notorious for their mismanagement. 
The lamps lighted in the’streets burn so dimly as to be next 
to useless; the lanes of the city are unprovided with lights; 
dirty water may be seen flowing at the sides of the streets 
and the b4z4rs; the sweepings of the houses remain collected 
in the lanes till 10 o’clock of the day, and dirty water 1s.

The Akhbérsi=Anjuman-i-Punjéb of the 81st J ase in & 
ieee article, discusses the propriety of conferring ‘Assistant 
‘Commissionerships on the Matives of the Panj&b more generally 
_than has hitherto been done. - At present only three of these 
preferments are held by natives; the rest being exclusively 
reserved for Europeans, which the writer considers unfair. As 
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4 rule, natives are better fitted for the office than Europeans, 
thiefly'on account of their local experience and acquaintancd 
with the habits and customs of the country ; and, as there ard 
several old and able Native Extra Assistant Commissioners 
on the Staff of the Panjab Civil Service, who in every way 
deserve the preferment, it is but just and proper that’ they 
should be exalted to it. Pre-eminent among these is Pandit 
Moti Lal, who, besides being’ a good English and Oriental 
scholar, has: distinguished himself by his long and excellent 
services under the Panj&b Government. At the same time 
the editor ‘thinks it necessary to. state that the decisions of 
some of the Extra Assistant Commissioners, Natives as well as 
Europeans, are unnecessarily long, and badly worded, and 
he would warn the officials against the defect. «

The road towards the right side abounds with stones 
and pebbles, in conisequence of which thé people find it ex- 
tremely difficult to pass on’ it with the hearse on their sliculd- 
ers.

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The Aktdr-i- Anjuman-i-Hind of the same date draws 
attention to the oppression and‘ extortions practised on the 
people by the contractors of nazdél lands and ferries. The 
former collect the rent of the shops, houses, cultivated lands, 
pastures, &c., at exorbitant and- arbitrary rates; while the 
latter overcrowd ferry-boats for the sake of their profit, and 
are guilty of other improper practices. 


Tho writer thinks Government should cease » giving & con- 
tract of nazil lands and ferries, or else lay down rules which 
play put a stop to the i improper practices of the contractors. 


A correspondent of the Mayo Memorial Gazette of the 
same date writing from Camp Jullundur, complains of the 
oppressive behaviour of the Sergeant in charge of the cattle-. 
pound there. He is in the habit of going to the pasture 
grounds daily and capturing cows and buffaloes and confining 
them in the pound; and i¢ is not till the owners have paid 
four annas per head for the former and eight aunas for the 
latter that the animals are restored to them. Only recently 75 
cows and buffaloes which were grazing on the parade ground 
were captured by him and released on the owners paying him 
at the aforesaid rate. 


Under the heading “ Amtitear ” the same paper says that 
the owners of hackney coaches there seat more than the fixed 
number of passengers in the carriages. It ought to be the 
duty of the police to arrest all persons guilty of the unlawful 
practice, and bring them before the Court. 


The Urdi Akhbdr of the same date strongly censures 
the municipality of Delhi for their gross inattention to the 


conservancy and sanitation of the city. -Among other abuses,

Tot Kavt Vachan Sudhé of the 27th July has ar 
article on the Anglo-Sanscrit Department attached to the Go-. 
vernment College, Benares. After remarking generally that 
since the studies of the Government Colleges are regulated 
by the Calcutta University Course a cramming system: 
prevails in them, and subjects which are totally beyond the 
comprehension of the students are taught to them, and that,. 
owing to this, the B.As. and M.As. of the present day 
are often inferior in ability to the undergraduates.of the past 
time. The editor proceeds to remark on the state of the 
Anglo-Sanscrit Department. It is said that the young men. 
brought up in this department rarely acquire a competent 
knowledge either of Sanscrit’ or English. This is attri- 
buted (1) to. the- defectiveness of the classification system ;. 
(2) the incompetency of the teachers, who seldom: possess a 
good knowledge both of: English and Sanscrit ; (3) the want 
of a high proficiency class ; (4) the insufficiency of the cost. 
sanctioned for the maintenance of the department; and (5) 
the teaching of difficult and abstruse subjects, such as. 
logic, &., to.the exclusion.of the- popular prose and poetical: 
works...
